18 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
19 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

31 PRIOR TO EXPIRATION OF AN INITIAL LICENSE OR LETTER OF COMPLIANCE, AND ON
32 APPLICATION BY THE LICENSEE OR LETTER OF COMPLIANCE HOLDER THAT MEETS
33 THE REQUIREMENTS SET BY THE DEPARTMENT, A CONTINUING LICENSE OR LETTER
34 OF COMPLIANCE MAY BE ISSUED THAT REMAINS IN EFFECT UNTIL SURRENDERED,
35 SUSPENDED, ORREVOKED REVOKED, OR REPLACED BY A CONDITIONAL LICENSE OR
36 LETTER OF COMPLIANCE.

37 © THE DEPARTMENT SHALL INSPECT EACH CHILD CARE CENTER
38 OPERATING UNDER A LICENSE OR A LETTER OF COMPLIANCE:
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1 (1) ON AN ANNOUNCED BASIS PRIOR TO ISSUING THE LICENSE OR

2 LETTER OF COMPLIANCE AND AT LEAST EVERY 2 YEARS THEREAFTER TO

3 DETERMINE WHETHER APPLICABLE REQUIREMENTS, INCLUDING RECORD KEEPING
4 REQUIREMENTS, ARE BEING MET; AND

5 2 ON AN UNANNOUNCED BASISAT LEAST ONCE DURING EACH
6 12-MONTH PERIOD THAT THE LICENSE OR LETTER OF COMPLIANCE ISIN EFFECT TO
7 DETERMINE WHETHER SAFE AND APPROPRIATE CHILD CARE IS BEING PROVIDED.

9 January 1, 2005.
